(  )  to  vote  in  town  affairs  : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  House,  in  said 
town,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next,  the  twelfth  day,  at 
ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects  : 

Art.   i.     To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  in  said  meeting. 

Art.   2.     To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote,  a  Town  Clerk. 

Art.  3.     To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote,  three  Selectmen. 

Art.  4.  To  take  the  sense  of  the  qualified  voters,  whether  the 
alterations  and  amendments  of  the  Constitution,  proposed  by  the 
Constitutional  convention,  shall  be  approved,  and  that  the  sense 
of  the  qualified  voters  shall  be  taken  by  ballot  upon  each  of  the 
following  questions,  submitted  to  them  by  this  convention. 

1.  Do  you  approve  of  changing  the  time  for  the  meeting  of 
the  Legislature  from  June  to  January,  and  of  changing  the  time 
when  the  terms  of  office  of  the  executive  and  legislative  depart- 
ments shall  commence,  and  the  other  amendments  in  conformity 
therewith,  as  proposed  in  the  amended  Constitution  ? 
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2.  Do  you  approve  of  compensating  the  members  of  both 
houses  of  the  Legislature  by  a  fixed  salary,  as  proposed  in  the 
amended  Constitution  ? 

3.  Do  you  approve  of  filling  vacancies  in  the  Senate  by  a  new 
election,  as  proposed  in  the  amended  Constitution? 

4.  Do  you  approve  of  having  the  Speaker  of  the  House  act  as 
Governor,  in  case  of  vacancies  in  the  office  of  Governor  and 
President  of  the  Senate,  as  proposed  in  the  amended  Constitution  ? 

5.  Do  you  approve  of  inserting  in  the  Constitution  an  article 
prohibiting  the  manufacture  or  sale,  or  keeping  for  sale,  of  alco- 
holic or  intoxicating  liquor  as  a  beverage,  as  proposed  in  the 
amended  Constitution  ? 

6.  Do  you  approve  of  amending  Article  Six  of  the  Bill  of 
Rights,  making  the  same  non-sectarian,  as  proposed  in  the 
amended  Constitution  ? 

7.  Do  you  approve  of  amending  the  Constitution  with  refer- 
ence to  representation  in  classed  towns,  as  proposed  in  the 
amended  Constitution  ? 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  exempt  from  taxation, 
for  a  term  not  exceeding  ten  years,  any  shoe  manufactory  with  a 
capital  of  two  thousand  dollars  or  more. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  highway  tax 
in  money,  said  money  to  be  expended  by  the  Selectmen  or  their 
agent. 

Art.  7.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for 
repairing  highways. 

Art.   8.     To  choose  all  other  necessary  Town  officers. 

Art.  9.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  support  of  Schools. 

Art.  to.  To  raise  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  other 
necessary  Town  charges. 

Art.  1 1 .  To  appropriate  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  that  was 
raised  at  the  Annual  Town   Meeting,    on   the  second  Tuesday  of 
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March,  1888,  for  the  purpose  of  decorating  the  graves  of  the 
soldiers. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  reimburse  to  Harri- 
son Sanborn,  George  W.  Nichols  and  Jonathon  A.  Robinson,  their 
expenses  on  account  of  the  suit  of  William  C.  Brown  of  Epping, 
against  the  Supervisors  of  Fremont. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  require  the  proprietors  of  the 
Rochester  and  Nashua  Division  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Rail- 
road, to  secure  the  crossing  of  the  highway  leading  from  Brent- 
wood to  Raymond,  known  as  Lyfords  crossing,  by  a  flagman. 

Art.  14.  To  transact  any  other  necessary  business  when  met 
and  if  needed  to  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same.

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REMARKS. 

If  each  successive  report  were  to  be  followed  by  a  near 
approach  to  one's  ideal,  then  the  question  of  fitness  for  the  task, 
would  become  one  of  great  importance  ;  and  a  very  pleasant  duty 
it  would  be  to  lead  forward,  or  give  place  to  others,  who  might 
more  successfully  accomplish  this  important  work. 

Unfortunately,  our  schools  have  been  somewhat  seriously  affect- 
ed by  the  prevalence  of  sickness,  either  of  teacher  or  pupils  ; 
and  the  roads  and  severe  weather  of  the  extended  school  year, 
has  very  materially  affected  the  attendance  in  some  cases,  and 
necessitated  cutting  the  terms  short. 

Our  teachers  have  shown  great  interest  in  their  work,  and  the 
examinations  show  a  good  advancement. 

In  order  to  cultivate  punctuality,  it  is  necessary  that  our  schools 
should  begin  and  end  promptly  on  time.  If  the  scholar  knows 
that  his  school  will  begin  precisely  at  nine  o'clock,  he  will  strive 
to  be  present. 

In  some  cases  the  recess  has  been  prolonged.  It  is  hardly 
necessary  to  say  that  ten  minutes  give  the  scholars  sufficient  time 
for  recreation.  School  house  No.  2  has  been  improved  by 
painting  the  exterior,  and  the  windows  furnished  with  blinds, 
(partly  through  the  generosity  of  the  school  itself.) 

A  fine   adjustable   black   board  has   been   purchased  for  No.  1, 
also  a  set  of  wall  maps.       When   is   that  committee  going   to  ex- 
pend the  balance  of  their  money  on  the  grounds  of  this  school?
